Former Postmaster Said to Be Living in Canadian Town 

Sheriff Receives Information Concerning A. L. Alexander 

Definite information has been received by Sheriff J. K. Reid from unrevealed sources that A. L. 
Alexander, former postmaster of Plymouth and well-known business man, who disappeared from Plymouth 
Monday, October 21, 1935, was in St. Katherine, Ontario Province, Canada. 

The information os both definite and reliable and came through legal sources but the sheriff would not 
reveal the actual sources to the press. In fact he did not tell Mrs. Alexander and the family how he obtained 
the information, but did tell them where Mr. Alexander was. 

It is expected that the matter will drop where it is, as it would cost some $1,500 to extradite him from 
the country that borders the United States on the north. His deserted family does not have the money to 
bring him back. 

The meager information was to the effect that Mr. Alexander was working for or was a partner in a large 
fur-buying organization that operated in Canada. For years, Mr. Alexander was a fur buyer in Plymouth in 
addition to his regular duties as a merchant /far mer . 

A representative of the famed "G-men" organization in Plymouth some time ago but did not get any 
information, so far as could be determined, about Mr. Alexander. 

It is the opinion that the matter will drop where it is, as it is too expensive to secure the extradition of 
Mr. Alexander, who, it is sure, would fight the procedure. (RB 31 Jan 1936)

Welcome to Davenport Heritage Day 2006 

(Reprint of Handout) 

Today you are visiting one of the oldest surviving homes in Washington County. This old house has been 
home for descendants of Daniel Davenport since about 1770. Some of the family members lived here 
continuously for over two hundred years. 

Davenport ancestors made their way across the Albemarle Sound from Perquimans County in the early 
1700's. They assumed the responsibility of building homes and establishing families here in the vicinity of 
the Scuppernong River and the Albemarle Sound, setting down permanent roots in communities like this. 

Daniel Davenport was among those who initiated the formation of Washington County from Tyrrell County 
in 1799, and was one of its earliest senators. He was elected to another term, but died in 1807 before the 
new oath of office was administered. 

It was while researching Davenport ancestors, the deed for his property was discovered naming his five 
daughters as surviving heirs. He died intestate, and this Upriver property was surveyed as one tract 
containing a total of 996 acres. It was divided among the five daughters: Nancy, Acenath, Priscilla, Elizabeth 
and Unice. His first wife was Sarah Nichols, daughter of James Nichols and Priscilla Hassell. We have been 
unable to find a date of death for Sarah, or a marriage date for Daniel to Lucretia Comstock who filed for 
her dower rights from his estate. Therefore, we are not certain which, or if any, of the children were 
Lucretia 's. 

Over the years the lands, except this Davenport Corner, have changed hands many times. Some of the 
descendants remain in the area. Hundreds of them are spread all over the United States. As people become 
interested in tracing their roots, many lead to the Davenports of Washington County, North Carolina. 

The home has been restored to its original condition by the Historical Society of Washington County with 
the purpose of depicting ways of life reminiscent of the ordinary family of the 18* 1 and 19 th centuries. 

It is interesting that this home has survived over two and a quarter centuries without modernization. No 
evidence of major repairs or renovations was found. The locally-grown, hand-hewn timbers speak well for 
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themselves as you examine them and note how they were so well chosen and expertly crafted into a typical 
early American family home. 

Davenport Heritage Day's purpose is to give this community and its families tribute for portraying the 
everyday life of the ordinary American family: industrious, resourceful, proud, caring, patriotic. These strong 
beliefs in God, family and country are the roots from which we came and the ties that bind us together for 
the future.
